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MODULAR  COORDINATION  IN  BUILDING 

Mondays  6 Lectures 

This  course  on  the  principles  of  modular  co- 
ordination and  the  preparation  of  modular  working 
drawings,  is  intended  for  architects  in  the  building 
industry.  This  world-wide  method  has  been  devised 
to  provide  a simplified  production  and  site  assembly 
of  machine-made  building  components. 

The  history  of  coormnation  of  building  compo- 
nents in  the  United  States  and  in  Sweden,  the  U.K. 
and  other  countries  participating  in  a European 
Productivity  Project  is  investigated  and  the  Modular 
Theory  developed.  The  theory  is  then  applied  to  the 
determination  of  sizes  for  modular  building  compo- 
nents and  advantages  in  manufacturing  these  sizes 
is  discussed.  For  the  simple  fitting  together  of 
modular  components  in  the  construction  of  buildings 
without  cutting,  and  wastage,  the  components  must 
be  located  according  to  a control  system  and  to 
facilitate  this,  a new  technique  in  the  preparation 
of  architectural  working  drawings  has  been  devised. 
This  technique  is  claimed,  by  many  architects  to 
be  more  accurate  and  faster  than  that  commonly 
used. 

The  first  three  sessions  will  be  lectures  illustrated 
with  slides  and  the  last  three  will  be  practicum  in 
the  drafting  room.  The  course  is  designed  so  that 
architects  may  become  familiar  with  the  system  and 
thereafter  introduce  it  into  their  offices.
